Wyaradi ia one of the few Rungarian officiala who seems te have little difficulty 
in obtaining traval permits. It is claimed that he is Vas! personal, banker 

and that "according to well-informed sources" he disposes of funds and jewelry in 
unidentified bake in Zurich ami Parie on behalf of Vas and the latter's friends.
